Biography 


Litha Hayne was born in 1911 or 1912 to Keith and Florence (Lewis) Hayne. She 
was the oldest of four children. A brother, James, was born circa 1913; a sister, Susie, 
was born in 1917; and another brother, William, was born in January 1920. 


The 1920 census for Vigo County taken on January 13" of that year shows the 
Hayne family living on Hayne Road in the town of Burnett in Nevins Township. Keith 
was employed as a coal miner and was married to Florence. The census lists three 
children: Litha Florine (age 8), James (age 6) and Susie (age 2). Florence had just given 
birth to William a few days earlier but he does not appear on the census. 


The year 1920 turned out to be a tragic year for the Hayne family. In February, 
the infant William died. In April, Florence was driving a car with Litha and two other 
women when it was struck head-on by a passenger train near Burnett. Florence and the 
two adult passengers were killed instantly. Litha sustained a broken leg along with 
unspecified “internal hurts". Finally, in August, Keith was leaving at the end of his work 
shift at the Burnett coal mine when a mule kicked him in the chest and killed him. 
Though there are no contemporary records showing what happened to the three surviving 
children after their father died, they probably went to live with members of their father's 
family. There were several mentioned in his August 1920 obituary. 


Litha Hayne was a student at Garfield High School from 1926 to 1929. Her name 
is on the class rolls in the 1926-1928 yearbooks as a freshman, sophomore and junior and 
her picture is most likely included in each of those yearbooks but it is difficult to identify 
with certainty. The 1929 yearbook covering Litha's senior year indicates that she went 
by the nickname of “Illth”, was a member of the G. A. A. (Girls Athletic Association), the 
Blue Tri club, E. L. M. S. and vice-president of the *Lisbuth Anne" hospital guild . Her 
senior class picture is on page 31. 


In 1929, Litha enrolled in the Indiana State Normal School to become a teacher, 
joined the Kappa Kappa sorority. The 1930 census shows that while she was enrolled at 
Indiana State she was living in Harrison Township with her uncle and aunt, William G. 
and Dora M. Green. Litha graduated from Indiana State in 1933. The 1934 and 1936 
Terre Haute city directories list Litha's occupation as a teacher. 


After her 1933 graduation, Litha probably taught in the Clay County school 
system. In the process of investigating Litha Hayne's adult life and career for inclusion 
in this inventory, two Indiana State Normal School yearbooks (1931, 1932) were found 
with Litha Hayne’s signature on the inside front cover with a form saying “Gift Material 
presented by Lee Smith" indicating that Litha probably married Lee Smith. The marriage 
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was confirmed by a search of Smiths in the library's obituary database. An obituary for 
72-year-old Litha Hayne Smith in the August 16, 1985 edition of the Terre Haute 
Tribune-Star lists S. Lee Smith as a survivor. 


Content and Scope of Collection 


This collection contains a fragment of a Cosmopolitan magazine cover, six 
sketches and a 1927 yearbook. The provenance (ownership record) of the Cosmopolitan 
fragment and the six sketches is unclear. The yearbook belonged to Litha Hayne. 


The Cosmopolitan fragment is from a July issue in an unknown year. On the 
reverse of the cover is an advertisement for women's hosiery featuring a woman with a 
hairstyle reminiscent of 1920s fashion. 


The Cosmopolitan magazine and the sketches were found together with a note 
saying they had previously been found in a 1928 Garfield yearbook. Of the few 1928 
Garfield High School yearbooks in the Archives several have a mailing label for Garfield 
High School teacher Marie Latta inside the cover. Perhaps Litha gave the sketches to 
Marie Latta as keepsakes. On the other hand, the Archives also has a 1927 Garfield 
yearbook with Litha Hayne's signature on the inside of the front cover so it is possible 
these sketches were originally in the 1927 yearbook but were transferred to the 1928 
Garfield yearbook prior to their donation to the Archives. 


The inventory folder contains several genealogical records from Vigo County for 
the Hayne family including a marriage record for Keith and Florence Hayne, census 
records for the family, birth records for Susie and William, and an obituary for Litha 
Hayne. Researchers should consult Clay County, Indiana records for further information 
about Litha Hayne.

HEAVY DAMAGE IN 
NORTH SIDE FIRE 


Interior of Building Wrecked As 
Roof Caves In—Origjn of 
Blaze Unknown. ( 


Garfield high sc hoc! to- 
cated at Twelfth streer and 
Maple avenue, was sweot bv 
fire Saturday night in a spec- 
tacular blaze that did thou- 
sands of dollars in damage 
andr attracted an immense 
crowd to the scene 

Discovered at 7:35 o'clock 
the flames had gained consid- 
erable headway with the en- 
tire auditorium and the north- 
central portion of the building 
ablaze. The fire spread 
through the wooden interior 
of the building catching the 
roof and eating its wav along 
the ceiling of the second 
story, until at its height it 


seemed nothing but the brick 
shell of the structure would 
be left. 


A second alarm at 7:42 o'clock, 
as soon as firemen had irvesti- 
gated and found out the extent of 
the blaze, called out practically ail 
of the fire fighting equipment of 
the city. 

The north-central portion of tha 
building and the auditorium was 
a roaring furnace and for over half 
an hour eight or ten streams of 
water were pouring into the build- 
ing with chemical and all other 
fire fighting apparatus going con- 
stantly 

Schop! Records Saved. 

Windows were smashed as ths 
firemen carried their hose lines 
through to the second story and 
other firemen battled with the 
flames from ladders, roof walls and 
balconies. As the fight gradually 
conquered the flames, residents of 
the north side of the city. Garfieid 
graduates and teachers ard pres- 
ent day students, were anxiously 
waiting to learn If school records. 
art treasures, school trophies and 
other school property and equip: 


The E were checked before 
they reached the first floor of the 
building, except in the case of the 
auditorium and the north-central 
part of the structure. where ap- 
parently the fire had started. The 
east and west wings of the build- 
ing also escaped the general sweep 
of the flames, except for the roct 
and ceiling. of the second story. 
The east wing was damaged to & 
larger extent than the west. 

The cause of the blaze had not 
been definitely determined Satur- 
dav. Many believed that the fire 
had started from wiring: others 
thought that & gas heater might

First Site Dropped. 


The site where McLean Jr. 
High School now stands was first 
chosen, but the idea was dropped 
when the block on Maple Ave. be- 
tween Twelfth street and Garfield 
avenue was chosen.

were removed and construction of 
the new high school was begun. 
With the help of a tall ladder and 
an agile student, the inscription 
on the cornerstone was recently

When the day of the dedication 
ceremonies finally arrived, the 
crowd was gathering and suddenly 
someone realized that there was 
no American flag to use in tbe 
ceremony. Roland Dix, younger 
son of E. E. Dix, was one of the 
first Garfield students. He,came 
running home to ask his father 
if he could take their flag to the 
school. His father consented and 
the day was saved. 


First Flag Presented. 
According to the early school 


for Dec. 1913 (and I intend to de- 
vole a whole column to these early 
reviews soon) the school was pre- 
sented with their own first flag on |

The citizens of Terre Haute have frequently been called apathetic, uncaring and do-less by vari- 


ous and sundry local, state and even national publications, but 50 years ago this was not true—in 

one instance, at least. The residents of the north side of Terre Haute proved that they “did care. 
According to Manford Kindle, 86-year-old resident of the Hotel Deming. who is the only one 

of the committee still living, there were two elements which aroused the citizens to action.

The other streetcar line began 
north of Twelve Points on Thir.

trolley on its wire. Going over 
railroad tracks sometimes caused 
it to jump off and this would 
leave the streetcar stalled like 
a_sitting duck in the middle of 
the tracks.

This was the state of affairs a 


little over 50 years ago. One 
evening Manford Kindle rode out 
east on his bicycle to see a client 
(he was engaged in real estate. 
even then) and on his way home 
(he lived near Collett Park) he 
stopped off to buy a cigar at a 
little cigar store located on La- 
fay te avenue on what is now 
the southwest corner of the Me- 
Lean School property. Several 
men were congregated there dis-

Opposition Forms. 

The next meeting was held in 
the basement of the Maple Ave 
nue Methodist Church and the 
125 people present elected 

Charles Nehf, prominent jeweler, , 
as president and retained Mr. 
Kindle as _ secretary-treasurer. | 
The downtown bank officer who | 
was first elected as president 
, was influenced not to serve by | 
the downtown merchants and 
the streetcar company officials 
as well as the banks who were 
opposing the establishment of 
a north end high school. Strange- | 
ly enough, the new committee 
had the full support of many 
south end residents who tried 
| to help. 


The mayor and the president 
of the school board exerted ay 
their influence and managed to 
stop the  committee's efforts 
"dead cold." 


Undaunted, five men of the 
committee signed a note, borrow- 
ing money to hire the law firm 
of McNutt and Wallace, They ^ 
lobbied at the state legislature, 
soliciting the help and influence | 
of powerful Crawford Fairbanks 
and Tom Taggert. They managed 
to get over 17,000 signatures on 
petitions, and finally insured the 
passage of thc Beal Law, enabling | 
the voters of Terre Haute fo elect 
their school hoard instead of al. 
lowing the mayor 1o appoint its 
members. After the election the 
north end high school was one! 
Step closer to reality. | 


The entire school board met 
with the committee to discuss! 
the possibility of building a high 
School in the north end. Superin.- | 
tendent of Schools, Wiley looked 
on the city high school as his. 
personal "monument" and was

Site Chosen. 


| Originally the site of McLean 
was chosen for this high school, 
| but with increasing enrollment 
it was decided to establish a jun- 
ior high school there, so the pres- 
ent Garfield site was purchased 
and plans were drawn. When the 
bids came in the lowest esti-; 
‘mates totalled nearly $65.000, so 
Charles Kintz, whose brother had | 
a lumber yard at Third Avenue 
and the railroad, managed to get 
this figure down to $62,000. 
Even with this reduction there, 


| was only enough money for one 
, heating plant, so the amount was 


increased to $65,000 so the nec- 
essary second heating plant 
could be included. 

During all this time the 
original committce stayed intact 
—through ah: the planning, huild. 
ing, furnishing and even the 
hiring of teachers. When it came 
time to select a name for the 
new high school, two cr three 
were submitted. Then Rev. Wil. | 
liam Benson Rippetoe proposed | 
the name of James A. Gartield, | 
and the group voted nnanimously | 
in favor | 

According to Mr. Kindle it was 
two and a half years from the 
time of the first committee | 
meeting lo the dedication of Gar- 
field. He remembers that a cop- 
per box about a foot long and 
four inches square was placed in 
the cornerstone. 1t contained two 
copies of current newspapers, a 
copy of Mr  Kindle's minutes 
of thc meetings of the North 
End High Schoo! Commilice, one 
pocket waten and several other 
trinkets. The box was then sol- 
dered together. forming a tight

SPIRIT OF 7-6 (For Autumn, 1988) 


The Garfield Purple Eagles final yearbook, in 1971; remembered 
that tradition had been handed down, as a symbol of which to be proud; 
not just a symbol, but an incentive to greater accomplishments. Teams 
of ordinary ability were raised to sensational victories over rivals 
that boasted of far greater strength. It was the spirit of never 
say die - the "Spirit of 7-6". 

Garfield High School opened its doors in 1912. A number of 


Students had transferred from Wiley. It was not at all easy to change 


loyalties. When the Purple Eagles and Red Streaks battled on the 
gridiron for the first-ever time that autumn, the result was a 69-0 
Wiley triumph. After two years of no games between the iwo schools, 
Wiley and Garfield were set to meet each other again in i915. The 
Red Streaks were heavily favored. It was a foregone conclusion 


Wiley would crush the Purple Eagles. 


A small band of boosters organized and collected money to pur- 
chase a trophy. One evening before the game when the Garfield squad 
was half-heartedly practicing, the trophy was taken onto the field 
and presented. A transformation took place when the players learned 
that someone believed in them. On Thanksgiving Day, Garfield, against 
overwhelming odds, gave their all and beat Wiley 7-6. The "Spirit of 
7-6" was born. This intangible force which lent strength was first 
conceived by Jim Conover; a former football player, principal, and 
booster of Garfield. He is the father of the "Spirit of ,7~6" which 
gave Garfield victory. 

The "Spirit of 7-6" was strengthened by other 7-6 wins in 1917, 
1922, 1934, 1950, and 1959. Each team went up against superior op- 
ponents, but the "Spirit" prevailed. The rivalry between Wiley and 
Garfield was one of the oldest in high school annals. The game was 
played on Thanksgiving Afternoon in the earlier years with the prize 


being a bronze turkey. 
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In 1935 the football Purple Eagles went undefeated and won the 
title as Wabash Valley champs, The traditional 7-6 win over Wiley 
in 1950 started Garfield on a decade of wins in the "50's that ended 
in 1959 with their last-ever win over the Red Streaks - 7-6. 

A picture of James A. Garfield and the "Spirit of 7-6", painted 
by 1917 graduate John "Jock" Wilson, hung in Garfield High School for 
44 years. 

In 1936 Russell McCoy, helped by John Moore, expressed the spirit 
of students when he wrote the words and music to the school song
